Washington, Jan. 1.—The first hire 
eservation was set aside by President 
Roosevelt in 1003, and three years later 
ix additional bird reservations having 
jeen created in the meantime, congres 
>assed an act providing heavy penaltie 
or disturbing birds on their reserva 
lions. AVardens were appointed to catch 
poachers and now the reservations cx- 
;cnd from the Florida keys to Alaska. 


One of the most interesting 
of the 


bird reservations is the first created— 
Pelican Island. Florida. 
The island is 


the home of a large colony of brown peli- 
cans, once the prey of egg hunters, now 
so augmented in size under government 
protection that there has been a great 
overflow of pelicans to tlie small islands 
to the eastward end the original reserva- 
tion has been enlarged. 


The bird reservations are under ex- 


ecutive control of the general land office 
of the interior department, but the bio- 
logical survey exper;-- watch and study 
the birds on the reservations. Each year 
the surve'y reports tlie condition of the 
protected bird? and records the disasters 
that sometimes come upon them. 


A Flood on Pelican Island.

Philadelphia, Jan. 1.—Prof. 


Lyde, who. teaches economic geograph} 
in the University college*, London, ha 
attracled a "deal of attention recent! 
with his remarks on the subject of skin 
color. It is interesting to note just what 
he really has said on tins much-discussed 
subject. 


'. Prof. Lyde's theory is that whatever 


the color of primitive man in the begin- 
ning,'the conditions of life during the 
glacial period were such that uniformity 
of results must have 
been 
produced. 


Kearly every anthropologist is ready to 
admit now a common origin for all man- 
kind. 
Where man originated is not 


known—very likely in Southern Asia, 
possibly in" Africa, certainly not 
in 


Europe, they say. His original color is 
supposed to have been a sort of brown- 
ish-yellow, not like any of the colors of 
mankind, and scientists call him for the 
sake of calling him something, a.Cond- 
wana. 


He lived in southern latitudes—this 


they think, is certain. 
Then came the 


migrations and then, Prof. Lyde believes, 
the variations in .color began. 
Some 


turned black, some brown and some yel- 
low, all according to the climate in 
which they found themselves. 


Darkest in the Tropics. 


Climatic influences work directly and 


indirectly. In the tropics the skin and 
the intc'ntincs perform work which in 
temperate zones is thrown on the lungs. 
So when man found himself in cooler 
lands the increased activity of the lungs, 
together with the lessened light 
and 


• heat, favored lightening of the 
skin. 


When he found himself in hotter climates 
the ,-increased activity of the liver and 
the presence of great light favored a 
dark skin. 
, 


The old theories of race arc pretty well 


discarded, for men of the same race 
under differing conditions, would come to 
be outwardly very different. Thus, even 
in Africa, which everybody thinks of as 
the land of the blacks, black is not a 
all the universal color. In the Sou 
'dan, where there is great light and littl 
humidity and no shade, the men are verj 
black. Elsewhere in Africa, where ther 
Is forest, more humidity and less light

USES A VERNACULAR 1 


Kansas City, Kan., Jan. 1.—The story 


of how bank robbers and safe blower* 
work was told in their own vernacular 
to Kansas City banks by C. W. Toble, 
Kansas City representative of William 
J. Burns. It was the reguUTr meeting of 
the Kansas City chapter of the American 
Bankers' institute. Mr. Toble has passed 
fifteen years chasing bank robbers. The 
address, as reported in the Kansas City 
Star, follows: 


"In their own vernacular the 
bank 


robbers are known as 'Pete' m«n. 'Pete' 


. is what they call a safe. They work 


usually in threes, the idea being to di- 
vide the 'swag* among as few as possi- 
ble. The man who is enough of a me- 
chanic to blow the safe IB called the 
'heavy' or the 'soup' msn. His two con- 
federates who remain on the outside as 
watchmen are • called 'outsiders,' 
or 


'come-alongs.' 


"Their first talk is to locate what they 


call the 'mushpot.' Th»t'« the b»nk to 
be robbed. It its'* small and easy to 
blow they call it a 'white mark.' 


"One 
man' goei into the town first 


under'the guise of a peddler, an um- 
brella mender or with some other sub- 
terfuge that will permit him to remain, 
several days without attracting atten- 
tion. He spots the bank and gets the 
lay of the land by entering it several 
times on some pretext. Then he 'lays 
out' the town'for the best meant of es- 
cape. If horses arc to be used—•'hitches,' 
they call them—the best place to have 
them in waiting • is determined. 
The 


usual thing is to time tho robbery -with 
a train that is to come through the town. 
They call taking the train 'grabbing the 
rattler.' A handcar is a 'pump tram; a 
sheriff/ 'country dick;' a telephone, a 
'buzzer.' 


"The expert bank robber ha» kept up 


with the times. 
One of his duties in 


Maying out' a. town is to locate the host 
place to cut the telephone and telegraph 
wires so that communication with, the 
outside will be broken while he is run- 
ning away. 
, 


"Once' the 'mushpot' is looted they 


prepare for the attack. They go to a, 
construction camp where blasting is done 
and 'kick in' a powder house and 'grab I 


• the dyne' (dynamite)'. Then they estab- 
ilish a camp in the woods and 'thresh out 
-.the soup.' That's taking nitre-glycerine, 
a heavy explosive, from the dynamite. 


"They first heat a can of water and 


set it away from the fire. The sticks 
of dynamite are pulverized and the dust 
poured into the hot water. The nitro.-j 
glycerin, the heaviest known liquid, set- 
tles to the bottom. quickly, making a I 
yellow stratum which can be recognized 


r:"'-imnjflrJ'";*e1yna nitre-glycerin. It takes 


six or seven sticks of dynamite to make 
a pint of the explosive. 
The nitro- 


glycerin is drawn from the bottom of' 
the can with a syringe and deposited in | 
a bottle. 
• ' 


•'Then the three men meet in the town. 


They are very suspicious. If the. least 
thing turns up to make them.' think they 
are being watched or that they are not 
working entirely in secret, they will- run 
away and look for a 'mushpot' in. some 
other town. 
At nightfall they go. to 


each door of the bank building and make 
a. 'safety.' A pin' is stuck into the door 
and another into the doorjam. Between 
the two pins a small thread is tied; 
Several hours later they come back to 
examine it. If the thread has not been 
disturbed it means that the door has not 
been opened and -that no one- is on the 
inside. If entrance to the building is 
made hy skeleton key it is called 'un- 
screwing' ihe place; if by force, it is 
'jimmying' the place."
